CBC GIVE - A WAYS 
Thei*e are some good shows on 
CBC-TV — but there ought to be! 
They are spending your money and 
mine like inebriated seamen in a 
foreign port. To make matters 
worse, they are giving big adver- 
Sunday after Trinity, Users a cheap ride on the national 
* ' ' networks, largely at the expense 

of weekly newspapers, private sta- 
tions, billboards and other media. 

CBC imports from 50% to 60% 
of its TV shows, getting them for 
free, sometimes getting paid for 
carrying them. Yet expenses for 
the year ending March 31, 1958, 
were over $58,000,000! This is 
about eleven million more than the 
Fowler Commission estimated so 
generously. If they keep increase- 
ing expenses at the rate they are 
going, CBC will be spending $150,- 
000,000 by 1961. It would be al¬ 
most impossible, even for dunder¬ 
heads, not to produce two or three 
good shows with that kind of 
money. 

Now hold onto your hats! The 
Fowler Report tells us that, “Of 
the cost of sponsored programs of 
$211,942. CBC recovered from 
sponsors $166,155.00 (exclusive of 
charges for station time or net¬ 
work distribuUon) equivalent to 
about 55% of cost.” 

How in heaven’s name can the 
weekly papers compete for adver¬ 
tising with a government agency 
that is collecting from advertisers
